Details Were 



Lesson of Campaign Accentuates 
Overshadowing Importance 
of Small Things. 



Recent Fighting Shows a Marked 
Improvement in Russian 
Artillery. 



Infantry Acted In a Manner That 
Leaves Much to be Ex' 
plained.

Tnlieiishitieu, Aug. 32. — The lessons of 
the campaign are constantly before the 
eyes of the military observers with this 
army, and the chief lesson has been the 
overshadowing importance of the atten- 
tion to detail, for lack of which the ser- 
vants of the Czar are wasting so much 
bravo food for powder. The Russian ar- 
tillery on the 31st of .luly was in strong 
contrast to the showing made at the 
Yulu, and was in every respect a credit 
to that arm of the Russian service. 
Their gun positions were selected by en- 
gineers who appreciated the possibilities 
of the country. 

Most of the Russian guns loaded down 
into the valley ami also commanded the 
lower ranges of the hills beyond it, 
where the seven Japanese batteries must, 
iind cover, while they presented to the 
enemy only skyline targets difficult to 
gauge. Consequently they gave the Jap- 
anese artillery a bard day of it and com- 
pelled the batteries with the Japanese 
division attempting to Hank the Russian 
right to change their ground repeatedly 
to avoid the fierce and accurate lire 
poured upon them. But the showing 
made by the Russian infantry leaves 
much to be explained. If their trenches 
had been held by marksmen like the 
Boors, there would have been no ques- 
tion of the Japanese reaching them with- 
out heavy loss of life or at all. The 
Russian defence was either remarkably 
weak or only a demonstration, because 
the Japanese of the central division hit 
by their lire, numbered only a score or 
two. Moreover, there was the same 
blunders in the management that mark- 
ed the Yalu. The infantry in front of 
the Japanese left fought well and man- 
oeuvred skillfully. But late in the night 
of the battle two Russian battalions 
appeared in front of the Japanese right 
Hank and they retired without opening 
lire, and the purpose of their movement 
remains a mystery. At Henling, where 
a thousand were cut to pieces, and 
where, as at Ilamatan, they had a brass 
band that left its instruments in the 
held, they gave one of the finest exhibi- 
tions of futile bravery witnessed during 
the war. They were marching .on a 
dose column of fours under a destruc- 
tive fire, and although men were cut 
down by squads they never broke nor 
ran uor retreated. 

A great number of casualties among 
the Russian ofllcers, and particularly 
their generals, is due largely to the dif- 
ferent theories of generalship followed 
in the armies. The generals of the 
Japanese are directors, while the Rus- 
sians cling to the old Skoboloff of a 
commander at the head of his men lead- 
ing the fighting. General Kuroki' and 
the lesser generals usually are some; 
Where behind the fighting line, manag- 
ing their battles by telegraph and tele- 
phone. Electricity has never played so 
great a part in warfare before as it 
does with the Japanese. Every general 
of brigade, divisional commander and 
general division is in touch by telegraph 
or telephone with the corps of com- 
manders. Fighting is heard somewhere 
at the front. A detachment of engi- 
neers emerges from headquarters, pack 
ponies carrying bundles of light bampoo 
poles, while coolies and carls follow 
them with coils of copper wire. The 
poles, which have pointed ends, are 
quickly planted, the wire spreads out it.-: 
fast as man can uncoil it mid a field tele- 
phone is at work. No evidences have 
been Been as the army advanced into 
the enemy's country thai the Russians 
employ telegraph extensively. There 
are no traces of wire or poles .except the 
old Chinese line from Antung to Peking. 
The Russian generalship is more spec- 
tacular and perhaps inspires the soldiers 
with greater courage, but the Japanese 
is more businesslike. Japanese generals 
do nut ploy to the galleries at all. The 
censorship which they enforce tends to 
denrive 1 hem of their just dues in repu- 
tation; General Okzuwa is a strategist 
and a fighter. In England and America 

he would lie a popular hero, bul tlt'o 
newspapers which come to the camp 
fail to mention his name, How unpopu- 
lar a censorship that includes exporta- 
tion of generals would be with certain 
other armies. General Kuroki is a quiet 
and unassuming gentleman. Some times 
it: appears that he has worked out his 
plans of b'atttle so perfectly before the 
event that he can sit down confident of 
its fulfillment! During the critical hours 
of July 31st, when his infantry was ad- 
vancing across the valley to charge the 
Russian entrenchments on the heights 
ho silt in the courtyard of a Chinese 
teinnle chatting casually with members 
Of his stall'. 

The Russians have their regimental 
bands which play at smisot hours and 
on tiie inarch, and during battle, and 
their soldiers advance to the sound of 
the drum. They chant their evening 
hymn around the soup kettles and some- 
times the roar of n patriotic chorus rolls 
through the hills from the Russian 
campfire to the ears of the Japanese 
pickets, but in this campaign, although 
the infantry carry bugles by whose notes 
they march in peace time. I have never 
heard tie- sound of a trumpet near the 
front. Nor is tins n convivial army.. 
Tly^earest shop where a bottle of saki 
or beer can be bought is at Fengwnng- 
Chcng, fifty miles to the rear, and that 
means that the officers get very little 
and the soldiers none. The greatest In- 
dulgence of the officers is the big iron 
kettles curried in netting, two on a pony, 
which are used for heating water for 
hot baths as well as to cook the com- 
pany mess of rice. A few squares of 
straw matting to construct a bathhouse, 
a fire and an Immense stone jar for a 
tub. 



JAPANESE ACTIVITY.

London, Sept. 10.—A despatch from 
Tokio to a news agency says : "A strong 
Russian force made u sortie from Port 
Arthur the afternoon of September IS 
and attacked the Itczstfan fort, which 
iwas recently captured by the Japanese. 
Fighting lasted some hours, when the 
iRnssioiis were repulsed with heavy 
loss."

Snslaoily Killed 
By Locomotive 



The Colonist's Ladysmlth Corre- 
spondent Meets Death on 
Railway Track. 



W. Kiddie, His Companion has a 
Miraculous Escape From 
Same fate. 



Ladysmlth, B. C, Sept. 10. — A terrible 
accident occurred on the main line of 
tho E. & N. railway yesterday moruing 
by which one of the most respected resi- 
dents of Ladysmlth, Mr. H, E. Ed- 
monds, Colonist's correspondent, lost his 
life, and Mr. Kiddie, a brother of the 
manager of the Tyoe smelter, sustained 
serious injuries. 

The two were walking down the main 
line from the depot to the smelter when 
they met the work train coming in from 
oExteiision and stepped off the track to 
allow it to pass. They resumed their 
walk, and presently tho engine returned, 
pushing its tender. Mr, Edmonds and 
Mr. Kiddie had by this time, reached 
the "Y" and appear to have been aware 
of the approach of the locomotive, but 
to have supposed that it would go round 
the "Y" instead of coming on up tho 
main line. They were engaged in con- 
versation relating, apparently, to some- 
thing iu a paper which one of them 
carried. The locomotive came on behind 
them and struck them both. Mr. Kiddio 
was already jumping to one side and 
was Hung clear of the track. His com- 
panion, however, was caught by the 
tender, thrown forward and crushed by 
the trucks and wheels as the tender 
and locomotive passed over his body, 
which was carried thirty yards. Death 
must have been instantaneous. 

There were a number of witnesses of 
the accident, among them some sailors 
from H. M. S. Egeria. Mr. Kiddie, who 
was unconscious, was carried to his 
home, close by. The Egeria men im- 
provised a stretcher and conveyed tho 
remains of poor Edmonds back to the 
Abbottsfoi-d hotel. It was found that 
Mr. Kiddie had sustained several severe 
contusions and cuts, but that no bones 
were broken. It will be some time, how- 
ever, before he recovers from his in- 
juries. 

The late Mr. Edmonds was about -10 
years of age and leaves a wife and sev- 
eral children, who reside tit Buryport; 
Wak's. He had been here for about 
IS months, acting at the smelter as tho 
representative of the "operators of tho 
Van Anda mines," in which capacity ho 
checked assays and quantities. He was 
respected for his sterling qualities, and 
his tragic end has caused general regret, 
which is intensified among his intimate 
friends by the pathetic circumstances 
that he had lately been looking forward 
to bringing his family out here in tho 
near future. The sad news was cabled 
to the old country by Mr. Kiddie, tho 
manager, who thoughtfully addressed his 
despatch to the vicar of the parish that 
the tidings might be gently broken, and 
by tho local lodge of Masons, who offer- 
ed their services in the performance 
of the last offices to the Welsh lodge to 
which the deceased belonged. 

Coroner Davis held an inquest this 
morning, at which it verdict was return- 
ed to the effect that the occurrence was 
purely accidental and that the railway 
crew were in no way to blame. 

Yesterday morning the new Roman 
Catholic church here was solemnly dedi- 
cated by the Right Rev. Archbishop 
Orth, who preached a most impressive, 
sermon. Rev. Father Verbeko was tho 
celebrant at high mass. The music was 
rendered by the choir, under tho leader- 
ship of Mr. White. A large congrega- 
tion attended the ceremony.

London Times Coriespondent 
Gives Account of Hflht at 
Liaoyang. 



London, Sept. 10.— The Times corre- 
spondent with General Kuroki, in a des- 
patch dated Liaoyang, September 7th, 
at tho conclusion of a long account of 
the battle there, says: 

"General Kuroki's Hank movement 
failed owing to the tactics of General 
Kuropatkin, who trusted that half his 
army would suffice to hold the Japa- 
nese south of Taitso river. His forces 
were so strongly posted and ho possessed 
such n secure line of retreat that the 
soundness of the course adopted must 
appeal to the tacticians. In any case it 
upset the calculations of the Japanese, 
who counted upon comparatively feeble 
(resistance to their flanking movement. 

"There are indications to show that 
while the Russians contemplated a de- 
termined effort at checking, they feared 
throwing dowu the gauntlet and fighting 
a pitched battle. They hud very small 
reserve supplies at Liaoyang, trusting 
to the railway for supplies. The proof of 
this is that they left practically nothing 
for the Japanese, who captured suffi- 
cient to supply their army only for one 
day. After tho Russian retirement to 
the cast bank of the river their posi- 
tion presented a scene of carnage unpar- 
alleled in European warfare. 

" A remarkable feature of the fight- 
ing on tho flank was the evidence that 
tho Japanese proved the value of thin 
lines as compared with heavy continent- 
al formations. The Russians' lack of 
dash indicates prudence against jeopar- 
dizing their retirement." 

An earlier despatch describing the 
passage of the Tan river on August 2Sth 
says: 

"On either hand our men in four col- 
umns lay close to the river, under cover 
of the mitiet.

Answers American 
Gjvemment Note 



Russia Insists on Her Right to 
Stop Contraband for Mili- 
tary Use. 

Two Uses Recognized In Deal- 
ing With Intercepted Com- 
mercial Steamers. 



St. Petersburg, Sept 10.-(0:22 p. .to.) 
— The Russian answer to the American 
notes in regard to contraband of war 
has been delivered. It follows generally 
the lines of the reply to Great Britain. 
On the brood Question involved Russia 
recognizes the principle of the immunity 
of innocent trade witli Japanese ports, 
but sho holds to her right to stop con- 
traband destined for the use of the 
Japanese military or naval forces. The 
United States is informed that instruc- 
tions have been issued to the naval 
commanders and urize courts regarding 
the duel uses and therefore only the con- 
ditionally contraband character of the 
articles of foodstuffs, rice, etc., enumer- 
ated in section 10 of article of the 
Russian regulations, with the exception 
of horses and- other beasts of burden. 
But the mere fact that a consignment is 
intended for private persons or firms 
Russia will not accept as necessarily 
furnishing exception from seizure should 
circumstances lor presumption that it is 
intended for the use of the Japanese 
government for supplies for her army or 
navy. The circumstances of each case, 
therefore will, to a certain extent gov- 
ern it. 

Russia will not undertake at this stage 
to interfere with the cases of the steam- 
ships Arabia ana Calchas, of which the 
courts have already taken jurisdiction, 
and iu which the Vladivostock court 
found the facts; but upon appeal the 
admiralty court will apply its interpre- 
tation of section 10, which practically 
amounts to an assurance that the matter 
will be then released. It is improbable, 
however, that all the articles confiscated 
by the lower court will hi>. released. 

As far as the Associated Press can 
learn, the commission's decision, as em- 
bodied in the instructions does not go 
beyond the articles enumerated in sec- 
tion 10, from which it is inferred that 
coal, railway material, machinery and 
boilers for ships, and even cotton and 
goods will be enumerated along with 
munitions of war, etc., and other arti- 
cles which remain in the category of 
absolute contraband. It is understood, 
however, that p^yate assurances have 
been given by tlie United States that 
the American government will be satis- 
fied with the manner in which the con- 
traband rules will he interpreted here- 
after. 

London, Sept. 1!).— Russia's reply to 
the British protest on the subject of 
Russian interpretation of contraband of 
war includes a decision in respect to the 
British demand in the case of the Brit- 
ish steamer Knight Commander, sunk 
by the Yludivostnck squadron off Izu, 
find afterwards adjudged as a lawful 
prize. It is understood that Russia up- 
holds the principle that Admiral Jensen 
was justified in sinking the steamer. 

The British government is still hope- 
ful of a settlement by means of an in- 
demnity, but in view of the decision of 
the prize court of Vladivostock it is 
said that Russia does not see how siie 
can comply with the British demand, as 
she thereby would recognize her officers 
to bo at fault. This question will be tho 
subject of further negotiations between 
the two governments, the British author- 
ities appreciating the fact that Russia 
has made a substantial concession in dif- 
ferentiating between conditional and ab- 
lltlto contraband.

St. Petersburg, Sept. 10.— While still 
insisting that General Kuropatkin" has 
sufficient troops at Mukden to contest 
the Japanese advance, the war office 
admits that it is not likely that a de- 
cisive battle will be fought there. Every- 
thing goes to show that the main Rus- 
sian position is now at Tie pass, flank- 
ed by hills running out on the left and 
by the river on the right. 

Official reports to the war office aro 
to tin- effect that the Japanese did not 
make any further move towards Muk- 
den until Sept. 17, when reconnaissan- 
ces in force disclosed that they were 
still massing at 1'eutai and Bentsla- 
putze, Ao Japanese have been discover- 
ed east of tne latter point. The re- 
connaisanc^s, General Kuropatkin says,- 
were brilliantly carried out by Generals 
Samsonoff and Renuenknuipif 's Cossack 
brigade, with a mixed detachment of in- 
fantry and artillery under Rennen- 
kampl't's personal command. They cap- 
tured a village north of Bentsiaputze, 
which was used as a pivot. The Rus- 
sians drew off later, losing a few men 
killed or wounded, after securing valu- 
able Information regarding the Japanese 
strength and position. 

A couple of days earlier General 
Misehehko's detachment of Cossacks re- 
connoitred toward Ycntni, at the cost 
of a few score wounded, as reported in 
tho Associated (Press despatch from 
Mukden September IU. General Kuro- 
patkin says lie reviewed yesterday tho 
;j7th division, commanded by General 
Chetamiirell', who'ch had just then ar- 
rived at Mukden. It belongs to the first 
(European corps, of which the llilud di- 
vision, General Afatasovitch, reached 
Liaoyang in time to take part in the 
battlo there. The appearance of the 
newly arrived European troops at Muk- 
den, instead of being evidence of the 
complete Russian concentration there, 
as many persons hastily assumed, is 
more likely due to the decision of Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin to get these fresh and 
untested troops in contact with the Japa- 
nese and give the soldiers who suffered 
tho brunt of the lighting at Liaoyang 
an opportunity to rest and recuperate.

The Kussiau forces at 
Mukden undoubtedly are very large, and 
every day's delay enantes the com- 
mander-in-chief to perfect his defence.. 

The long-promised Japanese operations 
against Sakalbin and Vladivostock,. 
waich were expected to act as a diver- 
sion for General Kuroki's advance, aro 
nut yet in sight. 

Mukden Sept. 10. — The armies having 
recovered from the effects of the lighting 
before Liaoyang, an early development 
iu the situation may be expected. A 
mysterious move eastwurd is on foot 
on the part of tho bands of young Chi- 
nese suitable for military service. All 
the leading Chinese who have aided tho 
Russians are leaving Mukden. 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 10.— General Sak- 
haroff has reported to the general staff, 
under date of September 17: "The Man- 
churiau army was nowhere engaged on 
September 1(1 and* 17. The arrival of 
considerable reinforcements is notice- 
able at the advance posts along the 
whole of the enemy's front, and especi- 
ally near tho village of Bianiupuzu and 
east of the railway towards the Yentai 
mines." 

It is announced from Mukden tnat 
both the Russian and I he Japanese gen- 
erals have promised to respect tho 
tombs and palace there. 



PROHIBITS KISSING IMAGES. 

Guadalajara, Mexico, Sept. 10— Gov- 
ernor Arguelles, of the state of TamauL 
pas, has issued an order prohibiting 
the practice of kissing sacred pictures 
and images in the churches of that state. 

The order is the result of investiga- 
tions by the health authorities which 
determined that contagious diseases were 
transmitted through people indulging in 
l he practice.

Of Russia 



Belief That Situation Disclosed 
Is Much Better Than was 
Supposed. 



Intense Activity Among Revolu- 
tionary Organization Manifest 
on all Sides. 



St. Petersburg, Sept. 20— (2:15 a. m.) 
•^—Investigation of the internal condi- 
tions o£ Russia discloses a much better 
situation than foreigners generally be- 
lieve to exist iu this country. An investi- 
gation found absolutely no evidence of 
an impending crises, but, on the con- 
trary, found special features in the 
situation making for contentment of the 
people. The greatest of all there is a 
wonderful harvest throughout Russia, 
excepting three smaller provinces in the 
South, where drought ruined the crops. 
The demand for labor is so great and 
the wages paid are so high that men 
thrown out of employment in the mills 
and factories of the cities have returned 
to their native villages, where they tind 
.plenty of work. Bread for all allays 
uiscouteut in Russia. 

There is au intense activity among 
-revolutionary organizations. Circulars 
uud proclamations of the most violent 
.character have been spread broadcast, 
but his observations leads the observer 
to conclude that the moment for the 
.ill-wishers of Russia was badly chosen. 
While the war has not been popular 
with the people, these appearances of 
disloyalty are being resented and have 
•done much to arouse and quicken the 
patriotic spirit. Many members of the 
upper classes who were of liberal ten- 
dencies and have been lighting all their 
lives for reforms, now admit that there 
is a higher duty than internal agitation, 
and until the war is over all their sym- 
pathies and energies will be with their 
own country. 

In the opinion of this investigator, the 
real crisis in the interior of liussia will 
■come when the war is liuished.

Tho 
morning session was occupied in receiv- 
ing an address of welcome from Mayor 
Lnporte. At tho afternoon session Presi- 
dent Flett delivered his annual address. 
Iu it he referred to legislation intro- 
duced at the last session of uurliuinent ! 
and condemned tho government for not j 
having kopt its promise to give a day 
for the discussion of Ralph Smith's uu- I 
iou label bill. Ho referred to the Mulock 
alien labor bill, which he declared was 
not brought down until Into iu the sos- 
sion and met its death at the hands of 
the Senate by design and malico afore- 
thought. 

rie pointed out the necessity of hav- 
ing larger labor representation in tho 
House of Commons and uri:ed unionists 
to only support those candidates who 
will promise to support labor legisla- 
tion. He declared that something must 
be done to prevent undesirable immi- 
gration. , 

In discussing the nationalization of 
labor, Mr. Flett said the strike in Syd- 
ney this summer demonstrates in a 
rorcet'ul manner the foolishness of the 
cry for the national union of labor made 
by opponents of labor and others. Tho , 
fact of the steel workers union in that 
city being a purely provincial organiza- 
tion did not enable them to receive any 
more consideration of capitalists, nor 
prevent them from calling tho militia 
when asked for restoration of wages to 
that formerly paid, nor did tho fact of 
the government paying bounties of many 
dollars per ton on the output. This 
should be an object lesson to those, who 
advocate nationalism. Capital knows no 
nationality or boundary lino when cm- , 
ploying labor. In conclusion ho advised, 
that fewer resolutions be brought before 
the congress and more timo given to 
their proper consideration.

Xanaimo, B. C, Sept. 1!).— Judging by 
tho extensive works which are in pro- 
cess of construction on the Millstone 
river, President Hunter, of the Nanaiino 
Electric Light Company, anticipates 
something in tho nature of a boom in 
A'l.naitno. The big saving to be effected 
by substituting die water power of the 
stream for tlio coal hitherto used, ac- 
counts for the erection ot a new power 
house' where tho power can be made 
available, but it does not account for 
the scale upon which the worn is being 
carried out. 

"Wo arc building for the future," re- 
marked Mr. \V. W. Lewis, the secre- 
tary of the company, today, as ho point- 
ed out that the machinery now in uso 
wouiu leave a lot of empty space in the 
big building which is going up on tho 
bend above the old sawmill. This is 70 
by 40 feet, and the foundations are of 
stone sunk M feet deep. The site had 
to bo prepared by the excavation of 
thousands of yards of soil and hard-pan 
which has been used to form a broad 
platform on the bank of the stream, pro- 
tected by stone cribbing, which will defy 
tho terrific rush of water occasioned 
when a freshet comes over the falls. 

A mile back up the stream is a solid 
dam eight feet high, consisting of a 
wooden framework filled in with rock, 
which will be faced on tho upper side 
with cement. Over the smooth top will 
How the surplus water from the arti- 
ficial lake behind during many months 
of the year. A sluice gate will reduce 
the depth of the pool when occasion 
requires. From behind the dam. a huge 
ditch carries off the water. Tins has 
been an expensive piece of workj much 
of its 700 feet ot length having to be 
blasted out of the rock, It is eight 
feet deep and six feet wide at the bot- 
tom mint nine at the top. It runs the 
water into a 2,500-foot Uume, the other 
dimensions of which are four feet by 
three and a half. This is carried for 
most of the distance on trcstling, over 
Which a locomotive could run in safety, 
and much of it is now built. It is pro- 
vided with gates at intervals through 
which the water can be allowed to es- 
eapo should it be necessary at any time 
to empty part of it. The Hume will de- 
liver tliq water into a 30-iuch pipe. This 
is to be of the wood piping made iu 
Vancouver and will be sun!- in a ditch. 
The contract, which has been let, calls 
tor 2,500 feet of it. The last lengths 
will be contracted to 2ij inches, so as to 
increase the pressure. Prom the begin- 
ning of the piping to the point at which 
ii enters the power house, tho fall is 
125 feet, which will give a tremendous 
head. It was at lirst announced that 
turbines were to be used, but the Pel 
tou wheel has been adopted, as that 
gives the best results when it is the 
force with which the water issues rather 
than the weight which furnishes the 
water. A tl'eltou wheel is one which 
stands in an upright position and car- 
ries a number of lip's, or buckets, on 
its rim. The water is directed against 
those by a nozzlo and so drives the 
wheel around. There will be two wheels, 
the pipe being branched in the power 
house. A curious feature of tho nozzle 
is tho fact that it is mounted on ball 
bearings and so adjusted that it acts as 
its own governor. The greater the 
"load," as it is technically called by 
electricians, the more directly does the 
nozzlo bear on the buckets, but should 
any of the dynamos be shut off or re- 
duce their work, the nozzle automati- 
cally rises and strikes the lip with less 
and less force, thus reducing power em- 
ployed. 

The power house in which this re- 
markable machine will be housed is to 
be of brick. As already remarked, the 
stone foundations are now laid. Un- 
fortunately, while the Millstone river 
will furnish ample water during that 
season of the year when light is most 
wanted and when the company's ex- 
penditure for coal is heaviest, it cannot 
be relied upon the whole year round. 
Just at present there is so little water 
that an unfortunate salmon which tried 
to ascend would almost have to walk 
part of the way. Outside the power 
house, therefore, the company will erect 
a boiler room, so that steam can bo 
raised when required in the summer, 
or at any time in the winter should the 
water power plant be temporarily inca- 
pacitated. As the power house is at 
tho bottom of an 80-foot bank, chutes 
are to bo provided for the convenient 
delivery of the coal mid other material. 

It is expected that the new works, 
which will [cost a very handsome sum 
when completed, will be ready for opera- 
toin early in November.

Little Outside of Routine Busi- 
ness at Yesterday Evening's 
Meeting. 



Miss Cameron Returns to Ques- 
tion Expediency of Opening 
up Birdcage Walk. 



On the whole little outside of routine 
business was transacted at yesterday 
evening's meeting of the City Council, 
in the absence of Mayor Barnard, Aid. 
Grananie presided and there were pres- 
ent ulso Aldermen Vincent, Qoodacre, 
Stewart, Beckwith, Pell, Oddy and Kl- 
Cord. 

Messrs. Biggins & Elliott wrote as 
follows : 

Gentlemen — Referring again to our let- 
te- to you of the Oth Instant, applying 
on behalf of the Commercial Union As- 
surance Company, Ltd., for ' compensation 
to the extent of $087.00 for the destruc- 
tion of a wooden building ou 1'rlucess 
avenue, on the Oth of August last, In or- 
der to prevent the further spread of lire 
raging at the time In that vicinity, and 
to your letter to us of 13th lust., Inform- 
ing us that your honoruble body could not 
see their way to entertaining the applica- 
tion for such compensation, we have 
thought It possible taut wo did not lay 
the matter before you with sufficient 
clearness, and that before taking any fur- 
ther steps In the matter It is expedient 
that we direct your attention to the 
statutory provisions upon which our claim 
for compensation Is "based. 

By Section 50 of the Municipal Clauses 
Act it is provided: 

"50. In every municipality the council 
may from time to time, make, alter and 
repeal bylaws for any of the following 
purposes, or In relntlon to mutters com- 
ing within the classes of subjects next 
hereinafter mentioned, that Is to say: 

"40. For the assistance and regulation 
oi fire departments; 

"0U. For appointing fire engineers and 
firemen and promoting, establishing, main- 
taining, and regulating fire companies, 
hook and ladder companies, and property 
saving companies, and to appoint or llxo 
such salaries and remuneration as may 
be necessary; 
"51. To regulate people at lires; 
"52. For making regulations fur sup- 
pressing fires and for pulling down or de- 
molishing adjacent houses or other erec- 
tions when necessary to prevent the 
spreading of lire." 

Section 230 of the same act provides as 
follows: , 
"230. Every council shall make to the 
owners or occupiers of, or other persons 
Interested In, real property entered upon, 
taken, or used by the corporation in the 
exercise of any of Its powers, due com- 
pensation for any damages (Including the 
cost of fencing when required) necessarily 
resulting from the exercise of such powers 
beyond any advantage which the claimant 
may derive from the contemplated . work"; 
and contains provisions for determining 
bv arbitration the proper amount of such 
compensation. 
Section 210 Is ns follows: 
"210. Whenever any person shall he en- 
titled to any compensation as aforesaid, it 
shall be the duty of the council to tender 
to suCh person, or his agent, such sum of 
money ns the council shall consider c 
proper compensation for the damage sus 
talned by such person; and In the event 
of such tender not being accepted, and an 
arbitration being held as aforosald to de- 
termine the amount of such compensation, 
then, In case the arbitrators shall award 
no greater sum than the amount tender- 
ed as aforesaid,' 'the' costs of the arbtra- 
tlon, Including the costs of (the council, 
shall be In the discretion of the arbitra- 
tor; but In case the arbitrators shall 
award to such claimant a greater sum 
than the amount tendered as aforesaid, or 
in ease no tender Bhall have been made 
and compensation shall be awarded to the 
claimant, the cost of such arbitration, In- 
cluding the coets of the claimant shall bo 
borne by the municipality." 
Section 212 Is as follows: 
"212. It shall be lawful for the council 
of any municipality by resolution, to ap- 
propriate so much of the general funds of 
the said municipality as may be necessary 
to carry out the provisions of 'these sec- 
tions, and to pay any compensation which 
any municipality mny be required to pay 
to anv person claiming compensation un- 
der the provisions of this and the three 
preceding sections of this act." 

Space will not permit us in tho present 
communication to draw your attention to 
the various bylaws relating to the matter 
now under consideration, but the existence 
of a bylaw is not necessary to the validity 
of our claim, for In the case of the Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria vs. Pat- 
terson, Law Reports (ISO!)) Appeal Cases, 
015, 'the law is summarized in the fol- 
lowing terms: 1 
"The appellant corporation having, un- 
der 53 Vict., C. 33, de facto taken over the 
care and control of a certain bridge; held, 
that their acts with regard to "it Were 
prima fade competent corporation acts. 
It would lie on the corporation to show 
clearly that any acta done by thulr offi- 
cers under their direction were ultra 
vires and illegal and that conclusion 
could not be reached merely by reason of 
their not having passed u bylaw under 
55 Vict., C. 33, actually vesting the bridge 
in them." 

It being therefore clear that by express 
statutory provisions which cannot either be 
distinguished or held non-applicable an 
obligation Is laid upon the corporation to 
make compensation for the loss In respect 
whereof we apply, we would respectfully 
ask your honorable body .to reconsider 
the matter anil to award and pay to our 
client the compensation by law prescribed. 
We might also presume so far as to point 
out that on amicable settlement of tho 
matter will save the costs of an. arbitra- 
tion or suit, which must of necessity 
reach a substantial figure. i 
HIGUINij & ELLIOTT.

THE ELECTIONS. 

Speculation is now rife in Eastern 
Canada as to the result of. tlie elections 
soon to be held. Jt is anticipated that 
in Ontario the Liberals will practically 
be swept out oi existence. What will 
be the effect of the lavish expenditure 
of money in Quebec and the Maritime 
Provinces it will be difficult to say. 
Loft to themselves, the Maritime Prov- 
inces • -would go strongly against the 
present Government. Quebec, in any 
event; would probably remain loyal to 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier; while iu the We^t 
there bus beeta such a large increase iu 
the electorate and such a change in its 
•character that it is not safe to predict. 
.Nothing, we have been informed by a 
Iiigh authority on the subject, is so un- 
certain as an election. If the Liberals 
.are returned to power again it will bo 
with a greatly decreased majority; but, 
in that event, nothing 'but tho expendi- 
ture of the millions of money voted for 
that purpose will save them. QPhe Lib- 
eral managers have developed corruption 
.as a nue art, and can give "cards and 
spades" to any set of political manipu- 
lators in Canada since Confederation.

THE UNITED STATES COURTING 
CANADA. 

The editor of tho Canadian Magazine 
has been compiling a pamphlet contain- 
ing views of leading publicists in the 
United States on the subject of reciproc- 
ity with Canada. These are rather In- 
teresting as showing a great change of 
opinion since the Liberal party was cry- 
ing lor "unrestricted reciprocity" and 
"commercial union." Then, with a few 
exceptions the opinion on the other side 
was cither indifferent to tho proposal 
or was opposed to it. The statement of 
J. N. Lamed, special agent of the United 
States Congress in 1870, perhaps most 
widely reflected the views of the people 
of the United States on the subject: 

In every commercial respect the de- 
pendence of the provinces of the Domin- 
ion of Canada— especially of the old 
Canadian provinces— upon the United 
States, is almost absolute. To any so 
is not to make an arrogant boast, but 
to state a simple fact. Restricted as 
the intercourse between the Canadas 
nnd .this country unhappily is now, they 
derive from it wholly the life which ani- 
mates their industry and their enter- 
prise. 

The baby in the picture crying for 
Pear's Soap and not being happy until 
it got it, represented the attitude of the 
people of Canada as understood by their 
neighbors, and little wonder. Tho at- 
titude on both sides of the lino has great- 
ly changed since then. It is the people 
of the other side who arc now clamor- 
ing for reciprocity with Canada, and 
the Canadians who are indifferent about 
it. The latter discovered that they got 
along Well by going their own way, and 
the former have also discovered that, 
fact. They are now sorry that they 
did not pay more heed to our people 
when they weir holding out the olive 
branch to them as neighbors. The 
Americans still imagine that we will go 
into the fold with them; lint they think 
the bosl way to go about it now is to 
adopt lioneyed ways towards us, ami 
that may account for the policy we see 
so strongly advocated in many of the 
(Tn|ted States papers. Eugene N. Hay, 
nmong other opinion expressed, says, 
speaking of us as Canadians: 

"The policy of commercial exclusion 
lias proved a dismal failure * * * our 
market was their natural market, but 
when it was denied thorn they sorrowed, 
but UOt in despair; disappointed they 
were, but not discouraged, and, like tin. 
race to which they belong, wherever 
found upon the round globe, they tumid 
their energies to making the best of the 
opportunity that was left them. They 
have found other markets for their prod- 
ucts and prospered." 



"An Old Englishwoman" writes calling 
attention to tho wording of a Colonist 
advertisement in which the language 
"have you gotten acquainted with the 
new people next door yet?" is used 
Such expressions as "have you gotten" 
are certainly not much used nowadays, 
"gotten" being an old form of the word

CHAMBERLAIN AND CANADA. 

Some of Mr. Chamberlain's recent ut- 
terances in Great Britain liavo given 
rise to considerable discussion as to his 
attitude toward Canada. His remarks, 
.as reported by tho Associated Tress, 
would seem to convey the idea that his 
policy would stifle the Canadian milling 
industry for the benefit of British mil- 
lers. The Ottawa Free Press, which op- 
poses tho Chamberlain propaganda, and 
which accepts the cabled summary as 
correct, says that "ho proposes to im- 
pose such a duty on Dour as will result 
in the whole milling of wheat being 
- done in Great Britain, which, read in 
connection witli his speech at Welhock 
Abbey, throws a light upon Itis policy 
that will probably result in an entire 
■change in the attitude of tho colonies 
with regard to his scheme. This is a 
uew Chamberiainism which threatens 
tho extinction of the Canadian milling 
industry, and it is safe to say that it 
will be met by the most uncompromising 
opposition in this country." 

A magazine entitled "Our Western 
Empire," which is published in .London, 
England, largely for the purpose of de- 
veloping Chamberlain sentiment, in its 
report of the meeting iu question does 
not seem to put the same interpretation 
on his remarks as is conveyed by the 
Associated Press report. It says : "The 
real point was, would bis proposals im- 
prove tho condition of the farmer, and 
so enable him to improve the condition 
of the laborer? He wanted to extend 
to agriculture the same advantages 
which the Government promised to 
manufactures. He proposed to put a 
2a, duty on corn; to put on Hour such a 
•duty that the whole of the milling of 
wheat would ho done in this country; 
and a 5 per cent, duty on meat, dairy 
produce, preserved milk, poultry, eggs, 
vegetables and fruits. These duties 
might slightly raise the price of tho 
articles affected, but that would enable 
the farmer to increase his production, 
Mr. Chamberlain pointed out that tho 
■duties he proposed would bo paid by 
the foreigner, and the money thus rais- 
ed would go to reduce the cost of ten, 
sugar, and. he hoped, folmeco." 

It is evident from the forogoi ng thai 
Mr. Ohamberlainfs policy -would not be 
directed against Canada, but against the 
'foreigner. The arrangement with thai 
colonies, under tho system advocated by 
Mr. Chamberlain, would necessarily bfl 
one of mutual preference, and, therefore, 
'Canadian millers would not he spocifi- 
■rally discriminated against, &bls is morn 
•evident from, the fact that the report 
further <m says : 

"All this was received with irreat on- 
rliUfdilSTn. but it is noteworthy that when 
lie jKiised on to tho colonial part of the 
question, and appealed 'not to tlieh 
poelcts. but their patriotism,' and urged 
the claims of their fellow-kinsmen across 
tho seas, the pntlws'nsih was brought to 
n climax."

Mr. Borden's Canadlanlsm Is one of 
the sources of his .strength. We all re- 
spect tho man who has pride In his own 
country, and who labors to make It solid 
and strong. But along with Ills Canadian-

and truthful. There Is no equivocation in 
what Mr. Borden says. He Is absolutely 
free from deceit. Ho does not frame sen- 
tences which seem to mean, one thing, 
but which, under certain circumstances, 
can be Interpreted as moaning something 
else. He Is not likely to conceal tho truth 
from parliament or to toll parliament 
that so ami so Is the case, when he knows 
that it is not. lie Is not the man to 
shield wrong-doing, to devise Doodling 
.schemes, or to reward thieves with public 
offices. It Is not from him that mean, 
narrow, racial appeals come or are like- 
ly to come. In a word, Mr. Borden is tho 
typo' of man that a groat und growing 
country, a country that desires union 
among lis people and honor among Its pub- 
lie servants; requires, and ought to have 
at Its head. Along with his great qual- 
ities for the service of tho people Mr. 
Borden brings a charming disposition and 
most genial ways. Those who have tho 
pleasure of meeting him will discover that 
he combines with his remarkable talents 
tho kindliness and tho courtesy which are 
the characteristics of the true gentleman. 

MR. BLAIR RECOMMENDED IT. 

In an article condemning the Dominion 
government for Its deliberate betrayal of 
the country. In fulling to acquire the Can- 
ada Atlantic, the Ottawa Journal, Inde- 
pendent, refers to the attitude of Hon. 
Mr. likilr before he left the cabinet: 

"Nor Is it because the Laurier govern- 
ment did not have the matter put to it 
In tho plainest way. An open secret it Is 
that Mr. Blair, whoso shrewd sense was 
aroused about the matter even before Dr. 
Seward Webb got his option some years 
ago on the C. A. It., favored while In tho 
cabinet a purchase of the C .A. It., and let 
his colleagues know It; and we all remem- 
ber that In Ills fnmous letter to Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, before leaving tho cabinet, 
but while suspecting what eventually hap- 
pened In regard to tho G. T. It. scheme, 
Mr. Hlnlr dealt in the plainest and most 
forcible words with the desirability of the 
government extending the Intercolonial 
system to the Great Lakes by the acqui- 
sition of the C. A. R.

THE EASTERN SURVEYS. 

Willie the Grand Trunk company was 
busy with Its engineers making surveys 
on the Grand Trunk from Winnipeg to- 
ward the Portland, Maine, connection, 
says the New York Sun, there was noth- 
ing doing about the surveys in Quebec 
and Now Brunswick. But now that the 
elections are about to happen, It Is an- 
nounced that no loss than twenty-seven 
surveying patties are to he Suddenly and 
violently set at work. No less than nine 
parties, comprising about two hundred 
men, lire to he turned loose In this prov- 
ince. It Is explained by the government 
correspondents that two routes will bo 
surveyed la New Brunswick. One goes 

I directly from Chlpman past Bolestown to 

' Plaster Rock on the Toblque, and then 
t.i Grand Falls. The other runs from 
Chlpman to <;ibson and so on up the St. 
John Valley. It is not quite certain what 
would happen after the election if thu 
government should bo sustained, but dur- 
ing the campaign the voters along the two 
routes will doubtless be permitted to tnko 
their choice of routes. These surveys wl'l 

j be managed by the government engineers. 

I The Grand Trunk company is not taking 

I much Interest In this part of the railway. 
It Is not a nart of the system and need 
not be used. Manager Hays and tho 

I otlicr promoters regard the extreme east- 
ern section as a sort of verlform appen- 

| dix. They caused a surgical operation to 
be performed upon the first contract, 

I which practically removed this appur- 
tenance from the working portion of the 
railway. That portion or the transcontin- 
ental remains for the present a sort of 
political souvenir. 



THE GAME WITH THE BTJRVEl'S. 

A year ago $500,000 was voted for sur- 
vey work by the government la connec- 
tion with the Eastern division, and Iu the 
Speech from the Throne proroguing par- 
liament on October 2-1. 1910. it was staled: 

"It -Mi be tho duty of any ministers to 
proceed Immediately with the necessary 
surveys so that tho work of construction 
of Hint portion of the lino which extends 
from Monoton to Winnipeg may he prose- 
cuted with all possible speed. v 

'Phis duty the ministers absolutely ni'g- 
i leeted ami not a single step was taken 
toward getting government surveys. Now, 
nearly n year Inter, on the eve of nn elec- 
tion, a great rush Is made toward giving 
jol>H to soma COO men ou survey work. 

It Is "'"nlflcnnt, however, that no par- 
ties are to he sent out between Winnipeg 
nnd Lake Aliltlbl. This Is because the 

government win purchase the surveys car- 
ried out by the Grand Trunk between 
taoeo points, paying for the wages of the 
alien engineers employed bv that com- 
pany against continuous protests. 

The government should have done all 
that work Itself. Tho object . of the 
Grand Trunk In Its Burveys was to ob- 
tain a line from North Par to Wlnnlpen 
This line mlirht not. Mid probably would 
not. he the best for a throinrh line to Que- 
bec. Hut It would certainly be the best 
itjho wlleii engineers' could discover to 
North liny. The understanding -wnR, of 
course', thnt the government would refund 
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Wharf Street, 
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the money the Grand Trunk spout. Now, 
from North Bay to tide water In winter 
the shortest route Is by the Canada At- 
lantic and Grand Trunk to Montreal and 
Portland. Tho Grand Trunk Is purchasing 
the Canada Atlantic. The whole scheme 
Is plain enough. The government neglects 
Its declared duly for a year In order to 
let the Grand Trunk select , a line from 
Winnipeg to North Hay on the understand- 
ing that the government accepts the sur- 
veys and refunds the expenditure. Then 
tho Grand Trunk purchases the Canada 
Atlantic to complete the route to Port- 
bind. The object Is the diversion of traf- 
fic bv that route.— Winnipeg Telegram.

Fatal Accident at Greenwood. — 
Information has been received from 
(ireenwood of the death there, as the 
result of an accident on the railway, of 
Herbert Redpath, brother of E. R. Hod- 
path, C. P. R. agent at that town. The 
deceased was run over by an ore train, 
which cut off one leg and badly injured 
the other. Death resulted at the Green- 
wood hospital within an hour or so. Her- 
bert Redpath was quite a young man, 
probably about 12o years of age, and un- 
married. He was a hardworking, 
steady young fellow, much liked by all 
with whom he came into contact. He 
seemed to be marked for a violent death, 
for on at least two former occasions he 
had narrow escapes. About two years 
ago a premature explosion in the ore 
quarry of the Mother Lodo mine, near 
Greenwood injured him so that he had 
to go to the hospital for a short time, 
but he escaped lightly then, since one 
of the men working with him was killed 
on the spot. As this was tlio second ac- 
cident he had met with at the mine he 
tried railroading, but there, loo, he was 
unfortunate, for in the summer of last 
year, when walking along the top of a 
train of box cars he made a false step 
and to avoid falling on the rails jumped 
sideways and so injured one of his feet 
that for some" time he could only get 
about witli the aid of crutches. This 
time lie paid tlio penalty witli his life, 
and his untimely end is sincerely regret- 
ted, particularly at Greenwood, where 
he was well-known ami very generally 
respected.

During the month of July, 1000, tbil 
port sent away six grain carriers and Id 
August there were seven and Septembei 
elghK The next season the .Inly licet num- 
bered three carriers, the Augilst licet four 
and September's coterie Included seven, 
in July, three windjammers were 

despatched, the samo number In August 
and eight In September, Last season two 
craft cleared with grain or Hour In July, 
but none departed In August and only one 
in September. This year the Jtajorc start 
ed the llBt In August, there being no Julj 
Clearances, and the British ship Beacon 
Rock, which cleared today 1 ! for order* 
with 118,002 bushels of wheat, valued al 
PB.3PO.00, Is the only grain carrier thai 
will pass through the customs house foi 
a foreign port this month. She Is being 
despatched by the Portland Flouring Mills 
Company. 

Puget Sound ports have not. sent a sin- 
gle grain ship away this year so far, but 
probably by the latter part of the month 
or during October the licet will get start- 
vd. Besides the Beacon Hock, the French 
bark Dnplelx Is tho only craft In thf 
Btreiui having an outward charter, and 
she will have to work rapidly If she la 
ready to sail again next month. Export- 
ers nro doing no chartering, giving as « 
reason that there is n better market In 
the East thin abroad, ho long as the do- 
mam] holds up well over the Rockies, and 
the shipping combine Insists 111 keeping 
up the grain freights.

FITTINGLY OBSERVED 



Jewish Day of Atonement Is 
Celebrated In Synagogue 
Emanuel Victoria. 



In common with their brethren all 
over the world the Jewish people of Vic- 
toria solemnized the ancient rlto known 
as Youi Kippur, the day of Atonement, 
in the synagogue of the Congregation 
E-Mauuel, Victoria, tho services being 
conducted by Messrs. S. M. Hartmann 
and I. Lancaster. Tlio Day of Atone- 
ment is marked by a perfect fast, not 
even water being taken. 

The day is known as "Yom Kippur" 
and occurs on the tenth day of the sov- 
enth month, Tishri, The authority for 
the observance of the day is found in 
the book of Leviticus, chapter 123, verses 
27-2S: 

"On the tenth day of the seventh 
mouth there shall be a day of Atone- 
ment; ye shall afflict your souls; ye 
shall do no manner of work. It shall 
be unto you a Sabbath of rest. In tho 
ninth day of tho month at even, from 
oven till even,, shall ye celebrnto your 
Sabbath." 

The Jewish church still adheres to tho 
observance of the lunar calendar ac- 
cording to which Sunday was the ninth 
day and at even that night began the 
celebration of the holiday, which con- 
tinued until even last night. 

In the olden times the procedure of 
the ritual was very ceremonious, but the 
ritual has been revised somewhat for 
tho celebration in this day ami age of 
the world. The -high priest, dressed iu 
costly vestments of linen, confessed the 
sins of himself and his family. Today 
the costly vestments hare in a measure 
been dispensed VfltU. 

Another solemn office of the Church 
of Israel, taken also from the Book of 
Leviticus, the Feast of Tabernacles, will 
lie observed this week, commencing on 
Friday evening at half-past seven at the 
synagogue, and on Saturday morning 
at 9 o'clock. This feast continues for 
eight days. 



IMPERIAL HOTEL CASE. 

Evidence for the Defence Was Com- 
menced Yesterday. 

The defence in tho case of tho King 
vs. J. J. .Schmidt and W. Ayres, ac- 
cused of having stolen effects from the 
Imperial hotel, is likely to- occupy more 
time 'than was anticipated. The first 
witness for the defence, H. G. Haves, of 
Taeoma was in the box all of yesterday, 
and there are one or two more witnesses 
to follow. This case lias occupied the 
attention of Magistrate Hall since the 
0th inst. While in the information it is 
alleged that a large number of articles 
were stolen by the accused, evidence in 
support of the information Jms been 
given concerning only a few articles, 
namely a bedroom chair found in Ta- 
eoma among the prisoners' effects, two 
table cloths and thirteen table napkins, 
riii" hist: named articles are not included 
in the information, and evidence con- 
cerning them can only be accepted if 
there is evidence of other articles includ- 
ed in the information being found witii 
them. Some doubt also attaches to the 
admissibility of the table cloths as evi- 
dence against the accused inv a similar 
reason, namely that while the Informa- 
tion alleges table covers to be missing 
there is nothing stated about cloths. 
This rather line -oiht has been the cause 
of much examination and cross- exami- 
nation of witnesses. Tne chair in ques- 
tion was produced by the witness Hayes 
yesterday, lie having had it shipped up 
from Tacoma. 

The evidence of Hayes threw little 
new light on the case. The most inter- 
esting part of it was his direct contra- 
diction of the evidence of Detective 
Porduo and Fred Dykes in regard to 
then- examination of the chair in the 
customs house at Tacoma and the remov- 
al of the label from the chair, to which 
both the witnesses named swore. The 
chair produced has its label intact, but 
as it is not denied that the chair may 
be the property of the owner of the Im- 
perial hotel, the removal or non-remov- 
al of the label does not hear directly 
on the case. While Hayes stated that 
Detective Perdue told a deliberate false- 
hood in his evidence, he admitted that 
he could not say that of ids own knowl- 
edge, but was relying on what other 
people had told -him. The mystery sur- 
rounding the labels gets deeper every 
day. It would now appear that while 
Detective Perdue produced a label given 
him by Sergt. Palmer, who swore that 
he removed it from a chair in the ho- 
tel, anil while there is other evidence of 
one or two more labels removed, not a 
chair exists either in the hotel or at Ta- 
coma from which a label has been de- 
tached. At least that is what the evi- 
dence' so far seems to establish, 

The court adjourned at 5 p. in. until 
today.

COMMENCED WORK. 

A Stint Miide on C. 1'. R. Hotel Foun- 
dations Last Night. 

Among the passengers from the Spund 
on Sunday evening was President O. E. 
Fowler of the B. C> General Contracting 
Company. While in the city Mr. Fowler 
will hold a consultation witli Sir Thom- 
as Shaughuessy and Superintendent 
Marpole of the C. P. K. 

The machinery for the first portion of 
the work is now all here and last night a 
gang of men were at work on the lints. 
About 100 men will be given employ- 
ment continuously. 

The contract for some 3,500 piles 
needed for the foundation has been let 
to W. Ward, of this city, and the order 
for some 10,000 barrels of cement may 
bo given today. The machinery to be 
employed is very complete. Nothing will 
he done by baud that can be handled 
by machinery. Even for mixing the 
concrete a machine will be used. 

The dredge, which has been imported 
for the work, will excavate about eleveu 
feet; a coffer dam will be built around 
the excavated part to prevent the soft 
clay on top from caving in; u pile driv- 
er will sink the piles to the depth re- 
quired, a steam saw will cut the timbers 
tu the proper length, and the concrete 
mixer will follow in the tinul order. 

Mr. Fowler says that the foundations 
for a great many hotels are built nowa- 
days along the same principle as will be 
employed in the construction of the U. 
P. R. hotel.

"New York, Sept. 10.— Prices of stocks 
:iost ground again today una there wus u 
decided shrinkage la the volume of busi- 
ness. Tuls was partly attributable to 
the occurrence of tbe Important Jewish 
holiday of Youiklppur, the observance of 
which kept a large element away from 
.the session of the Stock Exchange. The 
sagging movement of stocks was not pre- 
cipitate and was made irregularly and 
with frequent pauses and rallies. The 
appearance of weakness was most acuto 
at the time the corn 'market was strong- 
est, giving a suggestion of the factor • of 
greatest inllueuce on sentiment. The 
movement was based on estimates of a 
total corn crop of less than two billion 
bushels compared with a crop Indicated by 
the government's figures pf September 1 
of $2,401,000 bushels. There was increas- 
ing discussion also of the money outlook 
based on the Saturday bank statement. 
The effect of this statement was a two per 
cent, rate for call loans and a firmer tone 
ior time loans for the shorter periods. 
With the surplus reserve cut in two In 
three weeks, and the larger part of the 
crop moving demands to be met, It is 
obvious that an early, contraction of the 
.loan accommodations of New York banks 
must be enforced. Money that loans at 
1 per cent, and under in the Stock Ex- 
change for speculative purposes is the 
first to be called lu from the first contrac- 
tion of bank loans that some liquidation 
conies up on the stock market.

MEN OF JAPAN 



Are Descendants From the Old 
Sea Going and Fighting 
Stock. 



The men now doing the lighting for 
Japan both on land and sea, are the very 
cream, the best bone and blood, of that 
nation. They are not fellows picked at 
haphazard and rushed oil to the front. So 
far every soldier, every sailor who has 
gone, has been carefully selected from the 
forty-eight millions of the population. 
Especially does this apply to the sailors. 
Japan ls'an Island as Britain is, It Is only 
natural that islanders should lie men who 
have the Instinct of sea lighting lii their 
very marrow. 

As a matter of fact the Japanese hnvc 
been for centuries the sailors of the Far 
East. They have harried the coast of 
China in a bucaneerlng spirit, at odU 
times, from days Immemorial, and. they 
are familiar all along her coaBt. For 
generations untold they have bred sail- 
ors. They are in the strong salt sea al- 
most before they can walk, they live on 
the jsen all their lives, one way or an- 
other, and die within sound of it» restless 
melody. 

They are the sampan men, the fisher- 
men of the low-lying coasts. 

At one time, not so very far back, 
either, -they used to be the free lances 
of the sea, following no law, but being 
recklessly brave, fiercely combative care- 
less of death, as pagans usually are, mas- 
terful and adventurous. And It Is from 
the descendants of these old sampan fam- 
ilies that the Japanese have filled their 
navy, and made It uecond to none In the 
world in point of excellence. 

No boy could get admitted to the Jap- 
anese navy unless he had the traditions 
of the sea In a long line behind Mm, for 
the Japanese believe that It takes five 
generations to make a snilor, and the Jap 
Is not far wrong. The brine must be In 
the blood. 

Every man and lad In the Japanese navy 
was not only trained to his business. He 
was bred to It and born for It. The Jap- 
anese sailors In the navy not only want to 
live on their ships, but It Is every man's 
earnest hope that, when his hour comes, 
lie may die there; not In his hammock, 
but In the mad, wild riot of clanging 
blows with the smell of battle smoke 
mingling with the salt smell of the sea. 
A Japanese sailor will never surrender 
■whilst their is life in hUhj because he hns 
always been taught to look forward to a 
death on his ship, under his own Bos', as 
the best fate can give Mm. He asks for 
nothing better. 

The soldiers of the Mikado who have 
been sent to the fighting line have been 
recruited very largely from the Samurai 
and kindred classes. They are the direct 
descendants of men who lived by the 
fighter's trade, and with them llghtl n«-*JS 
an Instinct. They are fatalists who lovo 
lighting, and the combination Is bad fur 
any troops who may have to oppose them.

ALBERTA OIL FIELDS. 

Spokane Men Visit Flathead Oil Fields- 
Seepages of Oil Plentiful. 

Spokane Spokesman-Review. 

J. J. Browne, Judge W. E. Cullen, G. 
B. Dennis and Karl Browne have return- 
ed from nu overland trip through the 
Flathead, Mont., and Alberta, Canada; ol' 
fields. They left the Great Northern at 
Helton, Mont., and traveled horseback and 
by puck mule around the numerous lakes 
and rivers in the Flathead country across 
the Rocky Mountain divide arid up lalo 
Alberta} when they took the Canadian 
Pacific train ut Plucher and returned by 
way of Nelson, B. C, and the S. F. & N. 
Judge Cullen was culled hack by busi- 
ness when the party was two days out. 

J. J. Browne said; "I was on the trip 
for pleasure, and for scenery aud nature's 
delights that trip is worth $1,000. We 
first visited Lake McDonnld, which Is both: 
beautiful and grand. It Is nine miles 
long and Is surrounded by timber, cliffs, 
and mountains. We Journeyed north to 
the Kiutla oil wells, on the hanks of thej 
Flathead river. It Is drilled down 1,300 
fet, and the owners Bny they struck oil 
at 540 feet and again nt 1,280 feet, i 

"We went on to Klntla lake. It is sir 
wiles long and half as wide. It is a mag- 
nificent sheet of water. Peaks upon peaks 
ilse up bchlml It one after the other, un- 
til their snowy caps are lost In the 
heavens. We rowed across to the east end 
of the lake to the oil well of the Butte 
company. It Is down 1,400 feet. There, 
seemed to be no oil, but plenty of gas, 
which was bubbling through the water 
within a few feet of the surface. Wo 
dropped a match into It autl It blazed up 
several feet. _ 

"A mile ani a half above the lake Is an 
old seepage, . where we gathered several 
Jugs of oil from the top of the water. 
There was oil seeping all around from 
hillsides, cliffs and from the gravel. Wo 
followed up Klshennbna creek to Its 
-source and over the summit of the Rockies 
t« the Alberta oil fields. They arc in the 
southwest corner of the province. 

"There were three plants actively nt 
work there. One has a well 1,020 feet deep, 
but its tools arc fastened in the bottom 
and have been for three months.. They ex- 
pect to get out any day. They said that 
well had flowed once. It belongs to tho 
Rocky -Mountain Development Company. 

"It is six miles from the summit on 
the east slope, and must be 3,000 feet 
high. Nearby a Vancouver company lias a 
shaft down 1,500 feet Three miles away 
away is another oil well, and seepages are 
Plentiful. The region Is a crystallised 
lime and as hard as steel. There is a 
great deal of coul In that region, which Is 
50 miles from Frank, whore the big land- 
slide occurred u year ago."

Victoria's New 
Marine Railway 



Description of FIrst-Class Mod- 
ern Plant on Shores of Inner 
Harbor. 



Is Provided With all the Latest 
Improvements to Facilitate 
Docking. 



As noted in Sunday morning's Colon- 
ist, tho big ore-carrying barge Oregon 
was successfully hauled out on the new 
marine railway and drydock now nearly 
completed ut thu Victoria Machinery 
Depot Company's premises, Hock buy. 
Tho Oregon is now receiving her re- 
pairs, and will, it is expected, he floated 
again in n few days. 

The work on the murine railway and 
drydock has been done under the direct 
superintendence of Mr. L. iS T . Musgrave, 
of Messrs. Crundall, Sons it Co., of Bos- 
ton," Mass., one of tho host known mu- 
rine railway building linns iu the world, 
Work was sturted on the railway on 
tho first of April last, so that live aud 
n Jialf mouths only have been required 
to fnnko a most important addition to 
Victoria's shipping facilities. The cost 
-will bo upwurds of .fo'0,000, aud those 
who «rc competent to express opinions 
and criticisms on this cluss of work say 
that it is first-class value for the money 
and an excellent example of North Am- 
erican hustling. 

"When it is remembered that the laud- 
ward side of the work involved the cut- 
ting into a hunk of uncommonly tough 
cloy, aud that hundreds of piles luid to 
be driven for the track, while the water 
oil the end of the railway hud to be 
deepened to forty feet from eighteen feet, 
and all the structural steel and wood 
work done on the spot, the feat accom- 
plished by Mr. -Musgrave and his stuff 
is no small one. The dimensions of the 
now railway and dock are us follows. 
The railway is on the four-track threei 
tier system : 

Truck, I3G feet between centres; cen- 
tre truck, 5 feet 4 inches; length of truck, 
(150 feet, on pile foundation. This truck 
is what is known as a three-quarter con- 
vex grade track. 

The cradle is 2S0 feet 'in length over 
all, anil 05 feet beam. It is built up 
14 feet aft, thus giving a level dock 
platform and level deck to theV vessel on 
the cradle, just as if she were in the 
water. The draught of water aft is 20 
feet, and forward 10 feet. The under- 
work of the cradle is of structural steel, 
the logs and deck of timbers. The cradle 
is fitted with Crundall patent release 
bilge: blocks, worked from the dock plat- 
form with chain and winch. This ef- 
fects u great saving in time arid labor, 
doing away with the old-fnsliioned sledg- 
ing out of the blocks and the hammering 
of them in again. Tiie cradle iias a dead- 
■weight capacity of 3,000 tons. The 
deadweight represented by the Oregon as 
she now stands on the cradle is 1,<!00 
tons. 

The cradle is hauled up by quadruple* 
chains equalized by patent Crnndall 
equalizers. The power is supplied by a 
multiplication of heavy gears driven by 
a pair of 14 x 18 ICrie engines of the 
latest and most improved pattern. 

On Saturday evening the hauling out 
of the Oregon was accomplished without 
tho slightest hitch, proving that every- 
thing about the new plant was working 
to perfection. The work on tho new 
marine railway and drydock is not yet 
completed, but Mr. Musgrave hopes to 
fiee.it finished by the end of the present 
month, ar very soon thereafter. The 
new railway is able to take on vessels 
ns large as tho Tartar and Athenian, 
and the improved style of the docking 
platform enables very speedy work to 
be done on the vessels in the cradle. 

The company's new railway and dock 
were visited Sunday and yesterday by 
hundreds of persons who are interested 
in the shipping of the port, and -.ill were 
agreed that this addition to the ship- 
repairing facilities of Victoria is most 
important. 

It is understood that the Victoria Ma- 
chinery Depot Company have hooked a 
large number of orders for the new 
railway and dock, so that it is probable 
they will he kept constantly occupied by 
large and small craft for a considerable 
time to come.

RAILS FOR JAPAN.

Enormous Shipments of Metal for Japa- 
nese .Military Railways in Korea. 

Sunday's Tncoma Ledger had the fol- 
lowing: 

The mystery surrounding the heavy 
arrivals of steel rails in Tacoma is evi- 
dently cleared up by the announcement 
that the British steamers Inverness, 11- 
ford and Norwegian steamer Hero have 
been chartered to load at Tncoma,
